various sciences included in the cur­ 
riculum 
Such being the purpose, it 
is essentially a first year subject in 
the average high school. 
Biology Second 
Biology appears to be the next 
most fropular subject as it registers j 
the next highest enrollm ent of pu­ 
pils. namely. 44,596 
This subject is 
likewise one th a t has come into 
favor during the 
last 
twenty-five 
years. 
Prior to IU advent 
botany 
ami zoology 
as 
separate 
subjects 
held im portant places. 
Chemistry follows with a total of 
27,357 pupils. 
This subject was one < 
of the two original sciences reported 
in the early 
nineties 
when 
high 
school science statistics first became 
available. 
It has enjoyed a favor­ 
able position in secondary instruc­ 
tion over a long period of years. So 
Well established Is this science th at 
no less a state th an M assachusetts 
as early as 1857 passed a 
law

quiring th a t chem istry along with 
other subjects

School authorities and teacher

Adams county today were asked to 
be constantly on the alert to ald 
in reducing the annual toll of auto- 
rnbbile accidents in which children 
are killed or injured, iii a letter from 
Dr John A H KGth, superinten­ 
dent of public instruction, 
The letter called attention to the 
fact th at during the last school year 
351 school children last their lives 
and more than 6,000 were injured 
through their own carelessness or 
bt caus* 
ol 
reckless 
automobile 
drivers 
"These startling figures,” Doctor 
K eith wrote, "justify .sustained, in ­ 
tense instruction, if child life is to 
be safeguarded 
Much has been ac­ 
ct in pl ished through safety teach­ 
ings but much rem ains to bt* done. 
Daily instruction in safetj practices 
is not enough. 
To be more effec­ 
tive should be constantly checked 
It should be persistently stressed 
and followed until safety practices 
become habitual with all children.”

need for the teaching of 
safety is constant if its necessity is 
to be impressed upon young minds.

London, Oct. 22 < AP)—Asserting 
that the British government by its 
attitude on Palestine had broken 
faith with the Jews who gave their 
lives and money during the war, 
.Lord Melchett, noted industrialist 
F O f Hra/JIian Revolt and leader of British Jewry, resign­ 
ed his chairmanships of two com­ 
mittees of tile Jewish agency Tues­ 
day. 
His letter of resignation was sent 
to Dr. Chaim Weizmann. who Mon­ 
day resigned the presidency of the 
Jewish agency and the International 
Zionist 
organization 
in 
protest 
against the government's white pa­ 
per, which he interpreted as curtail­ 
ing the activity of Jewish work in 
Palestine.

The tap dance, which syncopated 
America took up as a fad five or six 


years ago, has become a dance for 


stage and home alike. 


Hundreds of thousands arc tap­ 


ping throughout the country. 
De 


butantcs do it. Business men try it. 
Staccato Steps 


The staccato steps are even punc­ 
tuating ballroom dancing. 
The tap dance is an American 
development, advanced by jazz time 
music. Jack Manning, a New York 
instructor says. 
Its roots arc in the Irish jig. the 
buck and wing, the Lancashire clog 
and othed old-tim e frolics. 
Anyone with a sense of rhythm 
can tap-dance, Manning said. 
The step most used is called the 
tlme-step. because it is set to the 
beat of the music. 
The fundamental movements are 
the brush, the shuffle, the slap and 
the tap. with of course steps and 
hops. 
Cramp rolls, wings, pickups, 
heel grinds, toe touches and heel 
taps are more difficult movements 
in the advanced work. 
Explains Brush 
The “brush" describes that move­ 
ment. 
The foot is brushed forward 
or back, the weight of the body a l­ 
ways being on the other foot, leav­ 
ing the foot in motion free. 
A forward and back brush com ­ 
bine to make a shuffle. 
A shuffle 
and a step together make a “triple.'’ 
A forward brush and a step form 
a slap. 
For a step the foot is set 
down as in walking. 
A tap is a 
quick movement in which the foot 
is immediately raised again. 
There are thousands of breaks, a 
break being the manner in which 
the dancer changes from one step 
to another in his routine. 
Step 
here means a combination of move­ 
ments. 
The usual routine is one step to 
a measure of music. 
Six steps of 
the same kind are made. The break 
comes on the seventh aud eighth 
measure. 
Then a different step is 
begun.
